State of New Hampshire 
Election Session 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Lyndeborough, County of Hillsborough, 
State of New Hampshire who are qualified to vote in the Town affairs, you 
are hereby notified to meet at Citizens’ Hall on 9 Citizens’ Hall Road in 
Lyndeborough on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March, from 10:00 AM to 
7:00 PM, to elect all necessary Town & School District Officers for the 
ensuing year, and to vote on Warrant Articles I through 6. 


Article 1: To chose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 
(By Official Ballot) 


Article 2: Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:37 for the Exemption 


for the Blind from the assessed value of residential real estate for property 
tax purposes? This statute provides that every inhabitant who is legally 
blind as determined by the blind services program, bureau of vocational 
rehabilitation, department of education shall be exempt each year on the 
assessed value, for property tax purposes, of his or her residential real estate 
to the value of $15,000 and the town may exempt any amount it may 
determine is appropriate to address significant increases in property values 
in accordance with the procedures of RSA 72:37-b. (Ballot vote required). 


Article 3: Shall we adopt an Exemption for the Disabled? Under RSA 


72:37-c the exemption shall be based on assessed value, for qualified 
taxpayers. The exemption shall be $20,000. To qualify, the person must 
have been a New Hampshire resident for at least five years and own and 
occupy the real estate individually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned 
by a spouse, they must have been married for at least five years. In 
addition, the taxpayer must have a net income of not more than $13,400 or, 
if married, a combined net income of not more than $20,400; and own net 
assets not in excess of $35,000 excluding the value of the person’s 
residence. (Ballot vote required). 


Article 4: To see if the Town will vote to increase the Term of the Road 
Agent from one year to three years pursuant to RSA 231:62-a, said term to 
commence at the conclusion of the 2003 Town Meeting. (Ballot vote 
required). 


Article 5: To see if the Town will vote, under RSA 669:17 and all other 
applicable RSA’s to change the Planning Board Back to an Elected Body 
rather than appointed as is done presently. (By Petition) 


Article 6: Tosee if the Town will vote, under RSA 669 and 673:3 III to 


change the Zoning Board of Adjustment Back to an Appointed Body rather 
than elected as done presently. This question is being brought forward at 
the request of the ZBA. 


2003 Town Warrant 
Business Session 


The balance of the warrant to be taken up and voted upon Saturday, March 
15, 2003 at the Wilton-Lyndeborough Cooperative High School in Wilton, 
New Hampshire at 10:00am. 


Article 7: To hear and act upon the Reports of all Selectmen, Town 
Treasurer, Town Clerk, and reports of all agents, committees and officers 
hereto chosen. 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 


Nine Hundred Fifty-Two Thousand, Three Hundred Fourteen Dollars 
($952,314) which represents the Operating Budget for the year 2003 as 
prepared by the Budget Committee, and make any amendments thereto. 
This sum excludes warrant articles 9 through 30, or any other individual 
articles addressed. The Board of Selectmen and Budget Committee 
recommend the approval of this warrant article. Majority vote required. 


Article 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Three 
Thousand Dollars ($3,000.00) for the purpose of continuing the 
Lyndeborough Communications Committee which produces, publishes and 
distributes the newsletter “Lyndeborough Views” which has demonstrated 
itself to be of public interest and benefit to the citizens of Lyndeborough; or 
take any action thereto. The Board of Selectmen and Budget Committee 
recommend the approval of this warrant article. Majority vote required. 


Article 10: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
Thirty-Five Thousand Six Hundred Thirty-Seven Dollars ($35,637.00) to be 
added to the Replacement of the 1977 Fire Department Pumper Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established; or take any action thereto. The Board 
of Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend the approval of this 
warrant article. Majority vote required. 
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Article 11: To see if the town will vote to discontinue and allow to lapse 
into the general fund the Fire Department Tanker Repair Capital Reserve 
Fund consisting of One Thousand Six Hundred Thirty-Seven Dollars 
($1,637.00) including any interest up to Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) to 
the date of withdrawal; or take any action thereto. The Board of Selectmen 
and Budget Committee recommend the approval of this warrant article. 
Majority vote required. 


Article 12: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve 
Fund under the provision of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of the Replacement 
of the 1984 Tanker; and to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirteen 
Thousand Dollars ($13,000.00) to be placed in this fund; or take any action 
thereto. The Board of Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend the 
approval of this warrant article. Majority vote required. 


Article 13: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve 
Fund under the provision of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of the Replacement 
of the 1994 Fire Department Pumper; and to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000.00) to be placed in this fund; or take 
any action thereto. The Board of Selectmen and Budget Committee 
recommend the approval of this warrant article. Majority vote required. 


Article 14: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000.00) to be added to the Fire Station 
Renovations Capital Reserve Fund previously established; or take any 
action thereto. The Board of Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend 
the approval of this warrant article. Majority vote required. 


Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve 
Fund under the provision of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of the Replacement 
of the 2002 Rescue Vehicle; and to raise and appropriate the sum of Eight 
Thousand Dollars ($8,000.00) to be placed in this fund; or take any action 
thereto. The Board of Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend the 
approval of this warrant article. Majority vote required. 


Article 16: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
Thirty-Six Thousand Dollars ($36,000.00) for the Replacement of the 1998 
Police Vehicle and to authorize withdrawal of Twenty-Six Thousand 
Dollars ($26,000.00) from the 1998 Police Vehicle Capital Reserve Fund 
established for this purpose, including any interest up to Five Hundred 
Dollars ($500.00) to the date of withdrawal, thus discontinuing this Capital 
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Reserve Fund, with the remainder to be raised by taxation; or take any 
action thereto. The Board of Selectmen recommends the approval of this 
warrant article. The Budget Committee does not. Majority vote required. 


Article 17: Should Warrant Article 16 fail, to see if the Town will raise 


and appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) to be added 
to the Replacement of the 1998 Police Vehicle Capital Reserve Fund 
previously established; or take any action thereto. The Board of Selectmen 
recommends the approval of this warrant article. The Budget Committee 
does not. Majority vote required. 


Article 18: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve 
Fund under the provision of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of the Replacement 
of the 1989 Mack Dump Truck; and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Twenty-Six Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($26,500.00) to be placed in 
this fund; or take any action thereto. The Board of Selectmen and Budget 
Committee recommend the approval of this warrant article. Majority vote 
required. 


Article 19: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve 
Fund under the provision of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of the Replacement 
of the 2001 Backhoe/Loader; and to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten 
Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) to be placed in this fund; or take any action 
thereto. The Board of Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend the 
approval of this warrant article. Majority vote required. 


Article 20: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate Twenty 
Thousand Dollars ($20,000.00) for an Addition to the Highway Garage. A 
grant is being applied for. If the Town does not receive this grant, the funds 
will be raised by taxation. The Board of Selectmen and Budget Committee 
recommend the approval of this warrant article. Majority vote required. 


Article 21: To vote to raise and appropriate Eighty-Five Thousand, Four 
Hundred Twenty-Nine Dollars ($85,429.00) for the Old Temple Road Hill 
Improvement Project, the total amount to be covered by a grant received 
from the State of New Hampshire Department of Transportation Betterment 
Fund. The Board of Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend the 
approval of this warrant article. Special Warrant Article. Majority vote 
required. 


Article 22: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve 

Fund under the provision of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of Updating the Tax 

Maps; and to raise and appropriate the sum of Twelve Thousand Dollars 
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($12,000.00) to be placed in this fund; or take any action thereto. The 
Board of Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend the approval of this 
warrant article. Majority vote required. 


Article 23: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate Forty Thousand 
Dollars ($40,000.00) to be added to the J. A. Tarbell Library Building 
Addition Capital Reserve Fund previously established; or take any action 
thereto. The Board of Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend the 
approval of this warrant article. Majority vote required. 


Article 24: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate Two Thousand 
Dollars ($2,000.00) to cover the cost of producing architectural drawings 
for the J.A. Tarbell Library Building Addition. The Board of Selectmen 
and Budget Committee recommend the approval of this warrant article. 
Majority vote required. 


Article 25: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of Eight 


Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars ($850,000.00) Covering the Cost to Build, 
Install, Engineer, and Prepare the Site for a Replacement Structure for 
the Old Temple Road Bridge and to authorize withdrawal of One Hundred 
and Fourteen Thousand Five Hundred and Seventy One Dollars ($114,571) 
from the Old Temple Road Bridge Capital Reserve Fund established for this 
purpose. The State of New Hampshire Bridge Aid Program will reimburse 
the town for 80% of the cost with the town incurring the other 20%. The 
Board of Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend the approval of this 
warrant article. Special Warrant Article. Majority vote required. 


Article 26: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
Seventy-Eight Hundred Dollars ($7,800.00) for the purpose of 
Constructing Storage Space and Handicap Access at Citizens’ Hall. The 
Board of Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend the approval of this 
warrant article. 


Article 27: To see if the Town will vote, pursuant to RSA 231:63, to 


require the Road Agent to have charge, under the direction of the Board of 
Selectmen, of The Care and Maintenance of Town-owned Land in 
Lyndeborough Center (Map 7 Lot 28) and at Citizens’ Hall (Map 13 Lot 
12), including lawns, parking lots, and walkways, but excluding building 
maintenance, or take any other action thereto. This requirement does not 
include the care and maintenance of town-owned structures. 


Article 28: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 


Selectmen to renew the Inter-municipal Agreement by and among the 
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towns of Amherst, Greenville, Lyndeborough, Milford, Mont Vernon, and 
Wilton. For the operation of the Milford Area Communication Center 
which provides dispatch services for Police, Fire, Ambulance, Public 
Works, and Emergency Management. For a period of five (5) years, in 
accordance with RSA Chapter 53-A. 


Article 29: Proposed by Law Regarding Public Gatherings and Events 


Recitations and Purpose: 

Whereas the Town, pursuant to the authority provided by RSA 31:39, 
47:17, 41:11, 105:6-8, and other applicable statutory authority, is permitted 
to promulgate reasonable regulations regarding the conduct of public 
events, gatherings, fairs, or similar assemblies; and, 

Whereas the Town, in furtherance thereof hereby adopts this by-law 
governing the same; 

Now therefore, the Town Resolves as Follows: 


A. Permit Required: No person, organization or entity shall conduct or 
advertise to conduct, any public gathering, assembly or similar 
event that is anticipated to have more than 100 participants or 
persons in attendance, without first having obtained a permit 
therefore from the Board of Selectmen. 


B. Application: For such a permit must be made at least 30 days prior 
to the anticipated event on a form prescribed by the Board of 
Selectmen and accompanied by the application fee in the amount 
of $25.00. 


C. Conditions: ‘Together with said application, the owner or other 
person or entity responsible for the carrying on of the event shall 
present to the Selectmen an estimate of the number of 
anticipated persons that will attend the event, as well as an 
indication of the nature of uses that will be carried on in order 
that the same can be communicated to the agencies of the Town 
responsible for Fire/Police/Rescue functions. 


D. Agency Response: The various agencies identified above shall, 
within 21 days of the receipt of the information provided 
pursuant to paragraph C, respond to the Selectmen with the 
following: 
ih an indication of the amount of additional manpower, if 

any, including identification of any special skills that 
they deem will be required for the proper and safe 
management of the event as well as the proper, safe and 
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effective provision of the particular health or safety 
service to the event. 

li. An outline of the plan for implementation of a provision 
of the service in question. 

iii. An estimate of the anticipated labor and equipment 
(purchase/rental/use) cost of the provision of such 
service. 


E. Bond/Security for Expenses: The Selectmen shall, within 10 days 
of the receipt of the information provided pursuant to paragraph 
D, above, notify the owner/operating entity of the information so 
received and indicate the extent to which the owner/entity shall 
be responsible for payment of the anticipated costs. The 
Selectmen shall provide a timetable to the owner/entity requiring 
reasonable security to secure the Town the payment of the 
anticipated costs as well as identifying any additional conditions 
which the owner/entity will be required to adhere to in order to 
adequately provide for the safe conduct of the event in a manner 
that will minimize risk to the public and property. 


F. Additional Expenses: The determination by the Town, through its 
Selectmen or their agents of a specified anticipated event cost 
shall not abrogate whatever legal right the Town may have to 
recover all actual expenses occasioned by such an event in the 
event of unforeseen contingencies. 


G. Penalty: Any person found violating this by-law shall be penalized 
in an amount not to exceed $1,000 for each offense, upon a 
finding that such violation occurred, in a proceeding brought in 
the appropriate district court, pursuant to RSA 502-A:11. 


Article 30: To transact any Other Business that may legally come before 
said meeting.

- Auditor's Report - 
We have audited the general purpose financial statements of the Town of 
Lyndeborough, New Hampshire as of and for the year ended December 31, 
2001, and have issued our report thereon dated January 28, 2002. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally 
accepted in the United States of America. Those standards require that we 
plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the 
general purpose financial statements are free of material misstatement. 


The management of the Town of Lyndeborough, New Hampshire is 
responsible for establishing and maintaining an internal control structure. 
In fulfilling this responsibility, estimates and judgments by management are 
required to assess the expected benefits and related costs of internal control 
structure policies and procedures. The objectives of an internal control 
Structure are to provide management with reasonable, but not absolute, 
assurance that assets are safeguarded against loss from unauthorized use or 
disposition, and that transactions are executed in accordance with 
management's authorization and recorded properly to permit the preparation 
of general purpose financial statements in accordance with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America. Because of 
inherent limitations in any internal control structure, errors or irregularities 
may nevertheless occur and not be detected. Also, projection of any 
evaluation of the structure to future periods is subject to the risk that 
procedures may become inadequate because of changes in conditions, or 
that the effectiveness of the design and operation of policies and procedures 
may deteriorate. 


In planning and performing our audit of the general purpose financial 
statements of the Town of Lyndeborough, New Hampshire for the year 
ended December 31, 2001, we obtained an understanding of the internal 
control structure. With respect to the internal control structure, we obtained 
an understanding of the design of relevant policies and procedures and 
whether they have been placed in operation, and we assessed control risk in 
order to determine our auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing 
our opinion on the general purpose financial statements and not to provide 
an opinion on the internal control structure. Accordingly, we do not express 
such an opinion. 


Our consideration of the internal control structure would not necessarily 
disclose all matters in the internal control structure that might be material 
weaknesses under standards established by the American Institute of 
Certified Public Accountants. A material weakness is a condition in which 
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the design or operation of one or more of the internal control structure 
elements does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk that errors or 
irregularities in amounts that would be material in relation to the general 
purpose financial statements being audited may occur and not be detected 
within a timely period by employees in the normal course of performing 
their assigned functions. We noted no matters involving the internal control 
structure and its operation that we consider to be material weaknesses as 
defined above. 


However, we noted certain matters involving the internal control structure 
and its operation that we have reported to the management of the Town of 
Lyndeborough, New Hampshire in a separate letter dated January 28, 2002. 


This report is intended for the information of management and the Board of 
Selectmen. However, this report is a matter of public record, and its 
distribution is not limited.

- Budget Committee Report - 

The Budget Committee operates under the authority granted in RSA 32, the 
Municipal Budget Act. The overall goal of the committee is to assist voters 
in the prudent appropriation of funds. We do so by reviewing every town 
department budget as well as the Lyndeborough Central School requests. It 
is then the responsibility of the committee to establish a budget for the town 
and school for the coming year. Voters may decrease our suggested 
spending levels by any amount they wish, but can only increase them by a 
maximum of 10%. 


Expenditures are driven by two primary factors: inflation and growth. This 
year inflation for the northeast is at 2% and our town growth, measured by 
the change in the assessed valuation of the town ( it was at 52M in '01 and 
at 55M now), is at 5.8%. This percentage increase of 7.8% gives us a 
reference point for considering what to expect in terms of budget growth. 
Converted to a dollar amount, taking last year's total town budget of $1, 
389,601 X .078 = $108,000 for increases as a ballpark we should expect. As 
proposed, the operating budget is up by $67,000 and the warrant articles by 
$62,000 over last year. Using this same logic, the LCS budget is up by 
$100,000 if all articles are passed and the expected increase ( $1,042,651 X 
.078 = $81,000) is a little below that. 


Moving from theory to the practical need assessment, the town operating 
budget increase of $67,000 represents mostly routine growth. There are 
several areas of note. The argument over education funding has brought into 
sharp focus the way communities handle their assessing function. More 
stringent guidelines are now being promulgated and those will increase the 
burden on those who work on assessing issues-primarily those in the 
Selectmen's office. Hours are being increased there for those duties among 
many others. An effort to increase public hours for the Town Clerk are 
impacting the Deputy Town Clerk line. Our growth finds us accepting a bit 
larger share of the Recycling Center budget. And the effects of a depressed 
economy are having an effect on our town welfare costs. Though we hope 
not to spend it, it seems more and more there is a need for legal counsel on 
a wide range of issues and the increase in the legal budget reflects this fact. 


Most of the warrant articles reflect the suggestions of the Capital 
Improvement Plan committee. Mindful of the economic climate, two 
suggested new capital reserve funds for replacing the '02 Mack and the '02 
Grader were postponed until next year. Not enough hard information was 
available at budget setting time to determine whether we need to adhere to 
the police vehicle rotation schedule so that, for now, is not supported. Other 
than those changes, the CIP is being implemented as proposed. The overall 
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goal of the CIP is to have slowly growing total capital spending amounts 
(note the bottom line of the CIP by year). These modest yearly increases 
will hopefully allow taxpayers to see that we can move forward with our 
capital needs without those needs resulting in large tax rate increases. 
Besides a few relatively small non-CIP warrants, there is one to address 
some issues at the Highway garage. It has been a number of years since any 
money has been spent on our highway facility. While there are a number of 
issues that need attention, most will be taken care of via the yearly 
operating budget. 


Because of the large dollar amount connected to it, a few words about Old 
Temple Road Bridge. Town bridges are replaced under a state bridge aid 
program whereby the state pays for 80% of the cost and the town 20%. The 
exact cost won't be known until the bids are in but the estimate is around 
$850,000. The state will pay 80% or $680,000. We are responsible for 
$170,000. We already have $114,000 in a capital reserve fund so the net 
amount to be raised will be around $56,000. The steep hill going up to RT 
31 was not eligible for bridge aid assistance but we were fortunate to get a 
grant for $85,000 to cover 100% of the work that is needed to improve the 
infrastructure of the road and the intersection accesses. 


The Lyndeborough Central School operating budget is up by $66,000. Once 
again spending on special education is responsible for the majority of the 
increase. On a positive note, the revenue we are scheduled to receive ( this 
could change as the legislature debates school funding once again) under 
the current state education aid formula has us receiving $62,000 more in aid 
thus offsetting the effect. After much discussion and consideration, the 
Budget Committee did vote to approve the suggested change to a full-time 
principal. While the number of students has remained relatively constant, 
the demands on the principal's time over the years has continued to increase 
with the supervision of individual improvement plans for all those coded as 
needing special education services leading the way. It was felt that asking 
the principal to teach part of the day when all the issues the principal must 
deal with continue whether she is teaching or not was too much of a burden 
on the person having to carry-out the principal's duties and was a disservice 
to the students she was attempting to devote her attention to in her teaching 
capacity. We also support the two warrant articles that will hopefully lead to 
use of the downstairs room. Space for all the ancillary activities is at a 
premium and these dollars will be well spent if they allow use of the 
downstairs area. 


In closing, I want to thank the Budget Committee members for their time 
and effort. The committee thanks the School Board, the Selectmen, and all 
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the Department Heads for their cooperation. We also want to acknowledge 
the efforts of the Capital Improvement Committee for their difficult work in 
trying to address all the major needs of the town.

- Capital Improvement Plan 2003 - 


The CIP represents the process of reviewing and prioritizing the capital 
needs of the town including the schools. The overall goal of the plan is to 
fund these needs in a way that, from year to year, results in a minimal 
impact on the tax rate. Critical to the success of accomplishing this task is 
the use of capital reserve funds. Use of these funds allows money to be set 
aside and earn interest so sufficient funds will be available when the item 
needs to be purchased. The other method that can be employed is called 
bonding. This too spreads out payments but is like a home mortgage and 
increases the final cost due to interest charges. Bonding is used when the 
capital reserve approach is not practical, as with large school addition 
expenses. 


The 2003 CIP does not fund all the requests presented but does make 
accommodation for most. Note that the total spending in any one-year is 
very close to the amount proposed for the year before and the year after. 
The later years will "fill-in" as we get closer. It is our hope that these totals 
will give voters the confidence to approve the capital spending items on the 
warrant, knowing that to do so will not result in a big increase in their taxes. 


We offer these brief remarks to help explain what is taking place with the 
various accounts. 


Fire Department: Each truck is listed with a proposed date for replacement. 
In general, the life of a truck is around 28 years. The plan lists what is 
expected to be the replacement price with a CRF amount sufficient to 
provide the funds. Quotes will be obtained as replacement gets close to be 
sure we are on track. The rescue vehicle is new and we are not sure of its 
life expectancy but have set it at 10 years. The reasons for considering a 
combined safety complex will be outlined at Town Meeting. The CIP calls 
for us to continue the funding previously planned. Grant money is expected 
to be available for a significant portion of the expense. 


Police Department: The current 5-year vehicle rotation continues. We have 
one sedan and one 4WD. Whether the 5-year rotation will remain or be 
changed to a 4 year rotation will depend on future activity and staffing 
because the rotation is based on expected miles of use per year. The current 


31 


quarters for the police department are very tight. The safety complex will 
address this issue. 


Highway Department: After several years of some "rushed" purchases, we 
are now on a more realistic replacement schedule. All the equipment is 
listed in the CIP with a capital reserve fund to take care of the replacement. 
There are facilities needs but the goal is to address those yearly within the 
operating budget. 


Selectmen: In 2003 you will see the results of the current revaluation 
process now taking place. We, like many other towns, have historically 
done these revals only when we felt they were necessary. But state law says 
they are to be done every 5 years. Given our current method of education 
funding, the courts have ruled we must all get back to doing them on a 5- 
year rotation. Before we do the next one, the tax maps must receive 
significant attention. 


Ambulance: We have 2 ambulances. The new one spends 5 years in Wilton 
then another 5 years in Temple. The ambulance is a little over $100,000 and 
our share is 20% of that (the share is based on the percent of calls between 
the 3 towns). Some funds are already set aside for the 2006 replacement so 
it will only be in the last 2 years that we need to add to the CRF. 


Schools: The first two listings are the on-going bonds to fund the last 
expansion at LCS and the CO-OP. Another addition is being proposed for 
LCS. It would provide for proper special education curriculum space as 
well as public kindergarten. Needed improvements to the older sections 
would also be incorporated. Under the current program, the proposed 
kindergarten space would be 80% funded by the state. 


Library: The Library Trustees have settled on an expansion rather than a 
new building. Funds will likely be requested in the warrant to hire an 
architect so precise drawings can be done in order to facilitate bidding by 
contractors. The current CIP calls for the town to fund 50% of the expected 
cost. 


Infrastructure: As of our meetings, final numbers for the Old Temple Road 
bridge were not available so those in the plan are an estimate. Another 
bridge that needs replacing is Gulf Road bridge and that is scheduled for 
2006. All bridge replacements are 80% state funded. The amounts in the 
plan represent the town's share. At this time, the committee did not feel we 
could afford to put money aside for the other two projects listed. 
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The CIP committee would like to thank the Selectmen, the School Board 
and the Department Heads for their assistance in the preparation of this 
report.

- Citizens’ Hall Renovation Report - 

We had hoped to have our second floor handicapped ramp completed this 
year, but we simply ran out of time. However, we did accomplish getting 
the design work done and the supplies list quoted. We also still have a 
volunteer base ready to go when spring comes and funds are available. The 
volunteer effort on Citizens’ Hall both past, and present continues to be the 
life source of this project. The thousands of dollars saved by their efforts 
demonstrate the community spirit, which makes Lyndeborough special. 


The “vision” for the future of Citizens’ Hall is to make it the community 
building it was designed to be. This year, we saw an increase in activity 
within the building. For town events, the Lafayette Artillery held the 
George Washington’s Birthday Dinner/Dance, Memorial Day luncheon and 
the September 11" Remembrance ceremony. Various Boards continue to 
hold their meetings as do the Selectmen, but use is still somewhat limited 
due to the lack of handicapped access, which also serves as a second exit in 
case of emergency. We still need to address storage issues, lighting and 
additional electrical needs. Each of these areas will be assessed this year. 
We will also be looking into possible grants for replacing the stage curtain. 


This year, former Selectman Chair Dr. Scott Roper and wife Stephanie gave 
the Town a gift of a framed portrait of George Washington, which the 
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Selectmen and Artillery accepted on behalf of the Town at the Dinner 
Dance in February. It is our hope that with continued improvements this 
building will become, once again, Lyndeborough’s cultural and social 
center

- Conservation Commission - 

2002 saw several membership changes on the commission: Tracy Turner 
resigned to keep up with her Planning Board duties and Chris Cooke, Kyle 
Oliver and Richard Herfurth joined the commission. We still have room for 
an additional member. Permit activity was moderate this year with various 
driveway crossings and an extensive town-wide permit for highway 
maintenance projects. The failure of a beaver dam resulted in some damage 
to Route 31 and raised the level of concern over what dams exist where in 
the town - we continue to pursue this and welcome your input. 


This was a year of spirited debates on two fronts; the privatization of a 
section of Richardson Road and an ATV park near the Johnson Corners 
area. The Richardson Road issue, including a potential conservation 
easement if the town were to discontinue the road along the McGinley 
property, was defeated at town meeting and subsequent discussions have 
yielded no further action yet have consumed much time on the part of our 
Selectmen and continues to be a subject of much discussion. The 
Commission met with the McGinley’s and walked the site of the proposed 
changes. The ATV park on the Boisvert property also drew much attention 
and involved many town departments as well as several state departments. 
As of this writing the park has been closed to the public and is subject to 
review by various town boards. The Conservation Commission organized a 
training session for ATV users and landowners titled “Stay Dry, Stay 
Legal” in order to help educate all sides on the relevant wetland and trails 
laws. 


Weather this year was mild to start, dry in the summer and plentiful 
snowfall with ground being covered by snow from October on. Bear have 
been sited at more than a few bird feeders and moose, fox and coyote have 
been seen as well. The turkey population continues to flourish. The 
Commission has organized several hikes in the past year, including the 
Curtiss Dogwood Park (in need of maintenance) and a 4 Saturday hike 
series that began in December.

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- Fire Department - 
In 2002 the Fire Department responded to a record of 114 calls for 
assistance. This is the highest number of calls in the history of the 
department. The calls break down as follows: 


6 Alarm Activations 9 Miscellaneous Calls For Service 
7 | Brush Fires 18 Motor Vehicle Accidents 
1 Car Fires 8 Mutual Aid Requests 
4 Chimney Fires 1 Structure Fires

The year started off very busy again with twelve members of the 
department going through first responder medical certification training. The 
classes took roughly two months, two nights per week. The training brings 
those twelve members up to national registry certification. This training 
took a great deal of time and effort on the part of the members and I 
commend them for it. I would like to commend Jason Hutchinson for his 
completion of the level 1A Fire Fighting training program. Currently this 
year we have 3 members of the department going through the State Fire 
Fighting level 1 program. 


After a few anxious months, we took delivery of the new rescue truck. The 
new truck has been very busy running medical calls and motor vehicle 
accidents. We continue to make improvements to the truck by adding new 
equipment and fine tuning its responsibility within the department. This 
truck has definitely helped to streamline the rescue aspect of our department 
and helps us to better serve the town as quickly and efficiently as possible. 
Many thanks to the towns people who supported this purchase. 


The Fire Fighters Association has been extremely busy with fund-raising 
and for the first time experimented with a direct mail fund-raiser which 
proved to be very successful. The Fire Fighters Association has made two 
very large contributions to the department with the purchase of a new Viper 
Thermal Imaging Camera and a new Amkus Extrication Rescue Tool, 
which includes a spreader, cutter and power plant. The combined cost of 
these two pieces of equipment was $26,000. The members of the 
department would like to thank the residents of the town who donated to our 
last mailing fund-raiser. Without your support, these pieces of equipment 
would not have been purchased without the use of budgeted taxpayers 
monies. 
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911 is finally up and working in Lyndeborough. I realize this probably 
impacted a few residents but from an emergency services standpoint, I 
cannot begin to tell you how much easier this makes responding to 
emergency calls. In some cases this has helped cut minutes off response 
times because the new 911 system is that much more precise with addresses 
and directions. Thanks to those who worked so hard to get this up and 
running. 


This year many members took on a large project at the station. All of the 
old pressed wall board was pulled down from the meeting room upstairs, 
the end walls and stairway to the second floor were insulated, and new 
sheet-rock and paint were put up. Hopefully this will help reduce our 
heating cost and help keep the meeting room a little more comfortable. 
Some of our plans for this year will be to put heat on the second floor and 
new flooring material down. A new office was also built on the second floor 
to help keep personnel files and confidential medical forms locked up. 


Currently the Station committee has outlined two long-term solutions that 
would alleviate the space needs of the fire department. The first plan would 
be a complete renovation of the Fire Station on Forest Road including an 
entirely new second floor. The second plan explores building a new fire 
station in the center of town, possibly including the Police Department. 
Either way, both plans would resolve space needs issues for the next 75-100 
years. We will continue to research the best possible plan and keep 
everyone posted on our progress. 


During this year the Highway Department continued to help us with 
projects that saved taxpayers hundreds of dollars. This year Forbes pond at 
the intersection of Pinnacle Road and Center Road was dredged. Several 
dump truck loads of material were removed from the pond increasing the 
ponds efficiency from a fire-fighting standpoint. I would like to thank the 
Forbes for allowing us to maintain this very critical fire pond. As many of 
us sit here in our chairs looking out our windows wondering if we will ever 
see green lawns again, I would like to remind everyone that this heavier 
than normal snowfall will help to reduce spring brush fires that over the last 
few years have plagued us. 


In closing, I would like to thank the members of the Fire Department who 
continue to donate hours of their time to come to the aid of others. I would 
also like to thank the Selectmen and members of the community for their 
continued support.

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- Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger Report - 

Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands cooperate and coordinate to 
reduce the risk of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, 
contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to find out if a 
permit is required before doing ALL outside burning. Fire permits are 
mandatory for all outside burning unless the ground where the burning is to 
be done (and surrounding areas) is completely covered with snow. 
Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws 
of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines up to 
$2,000 and/or a year in jail, plus suppression cost. 


A new law effective January 1, 2003 prohibits residential trash burning 
(RSA 125-N). Contact New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services at (800) 498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. 


Help us to protect you and our forest resources. Most New Hampshire 
wildfires are human caused. Homeowners can help protect their homes by 
maintaining adequate green space around the house and make sure that the 
house number is correct and visible.

- Lyndeborough Emergency Planning Committee - 
Lyndeborough Emergency Management has had a very busy year. The 
Local Emergency Planning Committee (LEPC) met often and remained 
focused. We identified several risk factors in Lyndeborough and worked on 
contingency plans and resources to deal with these issues. 


The one activation of the Emergency Management Plan was the breaking of 
the beaver dam by Gregg and Carol Otto’s farm. Many agencies responded 
including police, fire, and highway. Route 31 had to be closed for a short 
time as well as Cram Rd. The quick actions by State and Lyndeborough 
Highway got both roads open before dark that day. Sadly, the Klaar 
residence and yard was filled with water. The LEPC was very proud of the 
response that day as the plan we have been working on so diligently, 
worked. Even a Selectperson was able to respond and assess the damage. 
The NH Department of Environmental Services has stayed in contact with 
Emergency Management and has promised to help us keep an eye on this 
problematic area. 


Flooding has come to the forefront of our planning issues and we have 
designated the Lyndeborough Central School as the evacuation center to 
temporarily house evacuees. I recently received word from our NH Office 
of Emergency Management that Lyndeborough will receive $13,500 for a 
generator to be put at the school to power the evacuation center in the event 
of a major problem in Town. I have been working on this grant since 
before I took office in 1999. As we have new capabilities, the LEPC 
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requested the Red Cross visit and help us learn how to run an evacuation 
center. They have been working with the School Administration and the 
School Board on making the building fit. The Lafayette Artillery has 
expressed interest in learning how to run the evacuation shelter and the 
LEPC will be bringing them this training in 2003. 


Another very prevalent threat to Lyndeborough was identified with the 
request to open an ATV park in Town. The LEPC has asked the question, 
“Can the Emergency Services in Wilton and Lyndeborough handle a large 
population increase such as another campground or recreational park?” “ 
Can the ambulance and fire department handle the increase in call volume 
for the recreational injuries and possible fires in the dry seasons?” The 
answer was simply no, we cannot. 


As Terrorism has been on all of our minds, the LEPC has discussed our risk 
factors and planning issues at length. Is Lyndeborough at risk for 
terrorism? Of course we are. Certain groups have attacked the Mink Farm 
numerous times over the years. Our society as a whole is very mobile. 
Biological weapons can be used on the other side of the world and still 
affect our families. Are we prepared? For the most part, yes! The Nashua 
Health Department has included all neighboring towns in their “mass 
inoculation” plan. If smallpox is found anywhere in the world, the FBI will 
consider it a terrorist attack and our plan will go into effect. As well as 
inoculations, we have the Souhegan Mutual Aid Response Team out of 
Nashua to respond and help us mitigate any Hazardous Material incidents. 
The New Hampshire State Police and many local Fire Departments have © 
been training in weapons of mass destruction. 


I spent the month of October writing grant requests to the Office of 
Emergency Management and we have received money to put an ADA 
compliant ramp at the ambulance bay, offset the Fire Department’s costs for 
Fire Prevention Week, monies for EMS week, and safety programs for our 
Highway employees. We also received approval for evac packs for the 
schoolchildren that will purchase backpacks with supplies as well as traffic 
cones to make the evacuation from the school to the Church safer from 
traffic as we have not YET got a lane for the children. 


As a final note, I would like to thank the members of the LEPC. Several 
members of the Fire Department have spent many hours with us going over 
the Emergency Operational Plan word by word, as has the Ambulance 
Chief, Carylyn McEntee. The Lafayette Artillery has volunteered their 
membership for searches and evacuation center operations. The 
Selectpeople have attended every LEPC meeting bringing their support to 
all of our work. The School Administration as well as the School Board 
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have been on board for all of our plans and shown their desire to keep all 
the children and staff as safe as possible. Our communications center 
MACC Base has attended meetings to establish their place in our plans. 
The Red Cross and the NH Office of Emergency Management have 
attended meetings as well as been there for us at emergencies. I would like 
to recognize these people as well as the citizens that have supported the 
LEPC and the departments. Without the support of the many we would not 
have been able to purchase a thermal imaging camera for the Fire 
Department! Thank you all for making Emergency Manager a very 
satisfying job. The people of Lyndeborough should know the many hours 
of preparation and response capabilities of their Emergency Services and 
feel safe. Any citizen should feel they could contact Emergency 
Management, anytime, at 654-2230.

- Milford Area Communications Center - 
In the wake of the devastating events that occurred in New York, 
Washington, DC, and Pennsylvania on September 11, 2001, the emergency 
communications dispatchers at MACC Base were inundated with a new 
variation in calls from the public. For the first time, citizens in the 
Souhegan Valley were alarmed by, and reacted to, the potential threat of 
terrorism. Public alarm translates directly into calls for help to the 
emergency communications center, and emergency dispatchers were the 
first point of contact for people with the nationwide security network. 
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The Center remained active throughout the year, maintaining a vigil over all 
the area emergency response agencies and their personnel for the six towns 
of Amherst, Greenville, Lyndeborough, Milford, Mont Vernon and Wilton. 
The Center personnel steadfastly remained available at all times as the 
public’s direct link to all emergency services and information. These 
services include emergency radio and telephone communications for 
ambulance, fire, police, public works and emergency management agencies 
within all six towns. 


Operating the Center is a daunting challenge in itself, but maintaining a full 
staff has been difficult since the Center was first created almost two decades 
ago. This past year has been no exception. Having to fully staff the Center 
24/7 with trained and qualified dispatchers, coupled with a relatively low 
pay scale and a six month to one year learning cure has traditionally taken a 
toll. This year, the Center’s Board of Governors recognized these 
conditions and arranged for a mid-year major supplemental increase in pay 
to help attract and keep good personnel. This has moved the Center’s salary 
base into a competitive range. 


The constant in-service training of personnel is a daunting task. The 
demands placed upon a dispatcher at the Center increase greatly each year, 
and keeping all dispatchers trained and proficient in their broad and varied 
duties is costly and time consuming. As the calendar year came to a close, 
the Center’s three new staff members, hired in late fall and who trained very 
quickly, were about to be added to the full time schedule. This makes the 
Center’s full time staff complete. 


Antennae and transmitter upgrades have been made to a number of the 
Center’s constellation of sites. In addition, some of the area fire 
departments have upgraded their equipment to access the Center’s cross- 
band ultra-high band repeater system. This has resulted in a great increase 
in efficiency in transmitting and receiving the area fire units. Similar 
upgrades for other agencies are in the planning stages, as well as the 
addition of radio frequencies. These enhancements to the centralized 
dispatch system insures that all emergency agencies in all six towns will 
have uninterrupted and seamless emergency communications dispatching.

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- Monadnock Family Services - 

As you know, Monadnock Family Services (MFS) is active in your 
community, providing quality mental health services to residents who need 
them, regardless of their ability to pay. As part of this mission, we feel it is 
important to let you know the extent of our work, and are pleased to give 
you the enclosed Census Report which outlines services provided to 
residents in your town during 2001-2002. Over the past year, MFS 
provided services to over 3,800 adults, children and older adults, of which 
21 were residents of Lyndeborough. 


MES needs your financial support to help underwrite the cost of services we 
provide to the uninsured and underinsured individuals in your town. Based 
on figures from the 2001 population estimates from the NH Office of State 
Planning, we are asking for the equivalent of $1.25 per capita, which for the 
town of Lyndeborough amounts to $2048.75. 


The cost of providing services to the uninsured has increased steadily due to 
rising treatment costs and more people seeking subsidized services. The 
costs to MFS of serving the uninsured and underinsured residents of the 
Monadnock Region has averaged half a million dollars annually for the past 
three years. United Way funds and town subsidies cover approximately one 
third of this significant expense. Our services to uninsured adults are 
further jeopardized as state regulations prohibit us from supplementing non- 
funded or under-funded services with state funds. 


Your ongoing support of our work is deeply appreciated, and we hope that 
our partnership in caring for the residents of Lyndeborough will continue. 
We work very hard to keep our costs down, and to identify, whenever 
possible, alternate sources of funding for this population.

The Nashua Regional Planning Commission (NRPC) provides 
transportation, land use and environmental planning services and technical 
assistance to twelve Hillsborough County communities. NRPC stands 
ready to assist its member communities with any planning and 
transportation issues of concern. ‘The following is a summary of our 
accomplishments on behalf of the Town in FY 2002: 


Transportation 

NRPC, as the designated Metropolitan Planning Organization (MPO) for 

the region is responsible for developing and maintaining the region’s 

transportation planning program. This includes soliciting, prioritizing, and 
making recommendations on regional and local transportation projects that 
are funded through Federal or State sources. In addition, NRPC is 
responsible for developing the region’s portion of the State’s Transportation 

Improvement Program (TIP) and for conducting the required air quality 

analyses. 

- Continued to update and maintain the regional traffic model. The 
model forecasts growth in traffic throughout the region, and enables 
NRPC, NHDOT and consultants to evaluate the effects of proposed 
transportation projects. 

cs Conducted automated traffic recorder counts at over 150 locations 
throughout the region during the course of the year. The Nashua 
Area Traffic Count Summary is published annually and distributed 
to the communities. 

- Surveyed all new roads in the region by community and collected 
information including width, number of lanes, miles of Class V 
roads, and other pertinent information. This information is used to 
determine local allocations for Block Grant funding and other 
available transportation funds. 


j Published “Access Management Guidelines”, a training tool for 
Planning Board members and local officials using examples from 
the region. 

Betterment Project: Worked with the Town to identify safety 


improvements needed at the intersection of NH 31 and Old Temple

At the moment, 
Chief Jim Crocker is working only part-time hours to handle the 
administrative tasks of the department until we find a replacement for his 
position. Other members of the force are Officer Jeremy Hall (full-time) 
and Officer Kevin Silva (part-time). Officer Hall has been an asset to our 
community during this transition—covering a variety of hours and 
responsibilities. Not to be forgotten is the PD’s secretary, Charlotte 
Jameson—a person most never see, but is nevertheless, the cohesive factor 
of the department. She has taken on additional responsibilities to keep 
things operational while we’ ve been understaffed. 


During the year Chief Crocker was full-time, he contributed much to the 
development of the department. He brought our computers and software up 
to desired standards and completed the work on the PD’s Polices and 
Procedures handbook. He established good ties with other communities in 
building mutual aid agreements. There has also been a tremendous 
cooperation between Police, Fire, Ambulance and other departments such as 
Highway and the Board of Selectmen that have come about by increased 
communication between all. This Department has made great strides in 
meeting the needs of the community in subtle but effective ways. 


Our goal continues to be that of providing the best service to Lyndeborough 
within the confines of a conservative budget.

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- Selectmen s Report - 

This past year started off with one of the largest voter turnouts in 
Lyndeborough history and Selectmen Scott Roper easily won a second term 
to the Board. Unfortunately, for the Town, but good news for Scott, is that 
he accepted a position at Texas A & M University and left his post here in 
early summer. Fortunately, Dwight Sowerby, a resident of Pinnacle Road, 
agreed to fill out Scott’s term. Dwight brings to the Board a wealth of skills 
as a lawyer and a manager and has, indeed, been a benefit to this Board and 
the Town. 


We started a new approach to bettering communication between the 
residents and the Board during the last six months by holding an Open 
Forum session each Monday night. This has not only been well received by 
townspeople but also well utilized. We haven’t had one Monday night that 
we didn’t get the chance to interact with residents. Initially, it was done on 
an experimental basis, but due to its success it will continue. 


We have finished up for the most part the E-911 work, though our office 
will be responsible for managing and maintaining the files. Vision 
Appraisal has been working throughout the year on the revaluation project 
and we expect completion of that in or around May 2003. Our training 
program for the financial software is currently being scheduled which will 
add a higher degree of efficiency to our accounting. 


We continue to look for ways to improve our methods within the office to 
achieve increased functionality and service. It is our intent, once we are 
fully staffed, to increase our public office hours this summer. At the end of 
the year, we will re-visit this to see if the hours are sufficient or if they need 
re-adjustment based on usage. 


Our General Assistance budget, as in most towns, has been stretched this 
year due to the needs of residents in our community. Under law, we have to 
provide this service to those who qualify—even if it costs more than we 
have budgeted. However, in many cases, we are able to recover expenses 
when recipients are back on their feet. We also may choose to place liens 
on those who own property and can recover by that method in the event a 
property is sold. 


As expected, legal expenses were up this year. The outcome of the case at 


hand, one way or another, will have a long-term impact on this community. 
To sum up the argument—does a town have local control on large-scale 
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recreational projects? This is also being debated within the legislature— 
and at this point, we’re still waiting for a court date. 


The old adage that states “you can’t please all of the people all of the time” 
fits most appropriately to what we do as a Board. The Board handles a 
variety of issues from roads to welfare and we do our best to serve this 
community in the fairest possible way. The RSA’s, legal counsel and 
common sense guide our decisions that may not always produce the results 
some would like. However, we try to remain consistent. Our goal always 
being, what is in the best interest of Lyndeborough, as a whole. 


This year, we have budgeted increased hours for our office assistant 
position. The shear volume of work that our office processes necessitates 
this action. This increase will allow the assistant to assume more 
responsibilities in the Selectmen’s Office, Building Inspector’s office and 
ultimately, provide further service to the townspeople. 


A new line item in our budget this year is for Contracted Services. This 
service is actually a professional minute-taking firm. We do not use them 
for every meeting, but certainly those that require superior minutes for 
possible use in litigation matters. The fact that we are under-staffed and the 
requirements of the law, which regulates that we produce minutes to the 
public in a timely fashion, caused the Board to investigate this type of 
service and we have been most satisfied. As we are still working on the 
efficiency of our own department, this service is aiding us to free up time 
needed for the many projects that are again, facing this office in the coming 
months. | 


It is the desire of this Board to continue to encourage teamwork between all 
departments and streamline our operations to be the most effective and 
efficient as possible. It is further the intention of this Board to promote 
community participation, develop -projects that would benefit the 
Lyndeborough population and work with the citizenry to produce positive 
approaches and/or solutions to sensitive issues.

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Over 127 families enjoyed the youth center this year from Wilton, 
Lyndeborough and 9 surrounding towns. We increased our number of 
swim instructors for the 2002 season. 198 swim lessons were given to 136 
children. The park was open until 7:00 at night offering relief from the heat 
for members after work. The members participated in arts and craft, 
swimming lessons, field and water games and swim meets with area towns. 
The Youth center held special events such as family nights with pony rides 
and entertainers such as Amy Conley and Julie Corey, teen night with live 
bands, grill day, pizza day, story time, police fingerprinting for children, 
sand castle contests, and use of Goss Park for company and organization 
outings. 


Twenty-nine children joined our swim team in 2002. Congratulations to the 
Senior and Junior swim teams for a great year. 


The Board is hoping to make many improvements in the coming year such 
as a playground, improved swim piers, and a pavilion. Come and join us 
for some fun in the sun!

November: Larry Landry, Center Road, was granted an equitable waiver of 
dimensional requirements. A request by AT&T to install a cell 
tower off Glass Factory Road is still under consideration.
